3. It follows that where a suit against 
a partnership on a promissory note sign- 
ed by one of the partners is defended by 
the copartners on the ground that the 
note was given for the purchase of goods 
for their partner’s own private use and

} was not an act of the partnership, and 


on the trial there is evidence that the 
partner signing the note gave it for the 
purchase of goods for his own use, which 
were not used for the benefit of the firm, 
gnd that the transaction was not with- 
in the real or apparent scope of the part- 
nership businers and was not authorized 
or ratified by the other partners, it was 
error to charge that the payee could re- 
cover if he had no notice that the act 
was beyond the scope of the business, 
could not have known it by the use of 
ordinary care, and honestly believed he 
was dealing with the firm in a, partner- 
ship transaction,

Fish P. J.—!. Though a traveler upon 
a public highway, in aproaching a rail- 
road crossing, may not. observe that 
amount of care and diligence which would 
be exercised under like circumstances by 
an ordinarily prudent person, he !s not 
necessarily precluded from recovering for 
injuries to his person or property, receiv- 
ed on the crossing, if, after it is apparent 
that the engineer of the railroad com- 
pany is disobeying the provisions of the 
Civil Code, paragraph 2222 (which require 
the blowing of the whistle and the check- 
ing of the train on approaching public 
crossings), he exercises ordinary care and 
diligence in endeavoring to escape the 
consequences of the company’s negligence 
Comer v. Barfield, 102 Ga. 485. Applying 
this principle to the evidence submitted 
by the plaintiff in the present case, the 
court aid not err in refusing to grant a 
nonsuit. 

2. In an action for damages against a 
railroad company, for injuries sustained 
by reason of the negligent running of 
the defendant’s iccomotive and train of 
cars, wherein damages are claimed for 
physical pain and suffering and also for 
inability to labor, occasioned by such in- 
juries, as well as for the cost of medicine 
and other expenses, it is erroneous for 
the court to charge, without qualification: 
“In every tort there may be aggravating 
circumstances either in the act or in the 
intention; and in that event the jury may 
give additional damages, either to deter 
the wrong-doer from repeating the tres- 
pass, or as compensation for the wounded 
feelings of the plaintiff. In some torts 
the entire injury is to the peace and 
happiness of the plaintiff. In such cases 
no measure of damages can be prescribed 
except the enlightened conscience of the 
jury.

He Complains That Evidence Given 
Before the Military Committee 
Is Being Distorted to the 
Detriment of General 
Leonard Wood. 


Washington, December 14.—Secretary 
Root has addressed the {following letter 
to Senator Proctor, acting chairman of the 
committee on military affairs: 


“Sir: I inclose a letter from Brigadier 
General Tasker H. Bliss, asking attention 
tc the report of his recent testimony be- 
fore your commission, as a witness re- 
garding certain objections to the confir- 
mation of General Wood. It appears that 
the press reports of General Bliss’ tes- 
timony are the precise contrary of what 
he, in fact, testified.; He wishes this set 
right for his own reputation and I shall 
take the liberty of doing so as far ag 
practicable, by giving his letter to the 
press. 


False Statements Furnished. 


“At the same time I wish to call the 
atterition of the committee to the fact 
that some persons seem to be persisent- 
ly furnishing to the press false state- 
ment of the testimony taken before you, 
the perversion of the evidence being in 
avery case to the prejudice of General 
Wood. It cannot be doubted that the 
newspapers publishing these reports be- 
lieve them to be true, and that the re- 
ports are sent to them by the Yrepresen- 
tatives of the press in good faith, under 
the same belief. It is evident that some 
person is undertaking to convey to the 
press representatives information of what 
goes on in the committee, and is taking 
advantage of the fact that the evidence 
is not published to state !t falsely for 
the purpose of injuring General Woo? in 
the public's estimation; so that while 
your committee will act upon the evi- 
dence actually before it, the public judg- 
ment as to how you ought to act will be 
based upon an entirely different and 
erroneous idea of what the evidence Is. 
If the evidence actually given called for 
General Wood's presence, I should. of 
course, bring him back from the Philip- 
pines, but I do not feel justified Jn with- 
drawing him from the important duties 
which he tg performing on account of 
false reports of evidence which has never, 
in fact, been given. It hardly seems fair 
that an officer who Is not hére to pro- 
tect himself, but is serving his country 
faithfully, under orders, on the other 
side of the world, shouvld have his rep- 
utation stabbed In this way. I earnést- 
Ivy request your commission's attention to 
this subject. Very respectfully.

Letter of Bliss. 


General Bliss, in his letter, contradicts 
the report that he strongly opposed the 
admission, without payment of duty, of 
the silver service purchased In New York 
by the Jai Alai, and that he received 
mandatory instructions from General 
Wood to admit said silver service free 
of duty. He says he testified mos! pos- 
itively under oath that neither directly 
nor ‘indirectly, verbally nor’ in‘ writing, 
personally from him, nor through any 
subordinate, nor from any person what- 
soever, “‘had he received even an in- 
timation as to the remission of duties 
upon these articles; that I ordered the 
remission of duty because I believed then, 
and believe now, that it was in accord- 
ance with the law; that if any mistake 
was made I was solely responsible for 
it. I further testified that during the 
two and a half years that I served di- 
rectly under the orders of General Wood, 
as military governor of Cuba, I know Of 
no action of his that was not consistent 
with the character of an honorable offi- 
cer and a man of integrity.” 

When the senate committee on. military 
affairs today resumed its investigation of 
charges against General Leonard Wood, 
four witnesses were waiting to be heard. 
These were Dr. C. E. Fisher, of Chicago, 
and J. O. Lafontisee, city editor of the 
Jacksonville (Fla.) Times-Union, manage

Wood and Bellairs. 

Mr, Fisher told the story of General 
Wood's intimacy with Bellairs and at- 
tempted to show that Genera] Wood knew 
of Bellairs’ bad record. Dr. Fisher said 
that in September, 1900, he accompanied 
Genera] Wood on a trip to the Isle of 
Pines, and there told him of an article 
whcih he had ordered printed in The Ha- 
vana Post exposing Bellairs. The witness 
said that General Wood told him the did 
not want the story published, and that 
it had not been used on account of that 
request, Dr, Fisher said he took charge 
of the Havana paper at ghe request of 
Genera] Wood and that he also had acted 
as the correspondent for the Associated 
Press for a short period. 

Dr. Fisher testified that he told Genera} 
Wood all he had learned of the character 
of Bellairs and that he had offered to 
General Wood to produce witnesses who 
would prove Bellairs’ indecent immorali- 
ty. He said that General Wood told him 
he did not care to know anything about 
the stories; that al] he asked was that 
they be not printed in Havana. 

‘Mr. Lafontisee corroborated the testi- 
mony given by Mr. Fisher. He said that 
before General Wood and Dr. Fisher 
Started on their trip to the Isle of Pines 
the latter instructed him (Lafontisee) to 
write the article concerning Bellairs. Mr. 
Lafontisee said he took the question un- 
der consideration and decided that aa {the 
matter would be highly sensationa) and in 
case Of a libel suit it would be necessary 
to summon witnesses from the United 
States to prove the charges, he would not 
print the article. He said that when Dr. 
Fisher returned he was greatly agitated 
and asked, “You did nog pring that. ar- 
ticle, I hope.” When Dr, Fisher learned 
that the article was not printed he was 
greatly relieved and said General Wood 
did not want it. used. 


The Record: of Bellairs. 


In addition to iis corroboration of 
Dr. Fisher’s testimony, Mr. Lafgntisee 
told of the manner in which. he had 
learned of Bellairs’ character and swore 
also that General Wood knew all about 
it. He said he Jearned from persons who 
went to Havana from Florida that Bel- 
lairs had served five years in Florida 
convict camps—three years in one and 
two in another. The crime of which he 
had been convicted was forgery on a 
branch of the Bank of Englafd. 

Mr. Lafontisee said that in May, 1900, 
a convict from Florida named Johnson 
came to him and said that he had seen 
Bellairs and General Wood together at 
the races in Havana, and that he recog- 
nized and spoke to Bellairs, who motion- 
ed to him to kep silent. According to 
Johnson's story, as told by Lafontisee, 
Bellairs excused himself and met John- 
son, asking him to remain quiet concern- 
ing his criminal record. 

After this incident, testified Mr. La- 
fontisee, General Wood sent for him and 
asked him what he knew of Bellairs’ rec. 
ord. Mr. Lafontisee said he told Gen- 
eral Wood of his talk with Johnson and 
also what he had learned from other per- 
sons from Florida That was in June, 
1900, and, according to Mr, Lafontisee, 
General .Wood then asked him to -see 
Jobnson and ascertain whether he would 
leave Cuba and remain away if his pas- 
sage were paid to New York and money 
given. Johnson answered: “Why do Il 
want to leave? I have too good a thing 
here, bleeding Bellairs.’’ Mr, Lafontisee 
returned to General Wod and guve him 
Jonnson's answer. Mr. Latoneisee said 
that iater Belliairs and General Wood 
went to New Xork. 

General Brooke Gives Evidence. 
When General Brooke was before the 
committee two weeks ago he reterred to 
two orders, one issued by the war depart- 
ment and the otner by himself to carry 
the first into efiect, Which Ne was una- 
ble at that time «to furnish. He went on 
the stand today to present the orders and 
undergo an examinauion concerning them, 
The order issued by tne war department 
directed that all tunds coflected in the 
provinces of Cuba should be sent to the 
military governor at Havana. 

The charge was made that the order 
had been issued by direction of General 
Brooke for the purpose of getting hold 
of the funds. collected at Santiago,” and 
to deprive that province of its own reve- 
nues. The newspapers at Santiago were 
particularly bitter. General Brooke toid 
the military affairs committee today thar 
the order was issued at a time when he 
was sick in bed, and that he had had 
no previous knowledge concerning it. The 
other order filed with the committee to- 
day was one witness issued after his re- 
covery. It directed General Wood, in 
command of the province of Santiago, 
not to make expenditures for public pur- 
poses in excess of $10,000 a month with- 
out first submitting the quéstion to the 
military government, 

General Brooke said today that General 
Wood had ignored that order, and had 
gone on spending public money without 
authority from the military government, 
General Brooke was asked whether he 
had withdrawn the revenues from San- 
tiago for expenses elsewhere. He answers 
that Safitiago had received all its own 
revenues and more than $200,000 addi- 


tional. 
Wood and $8,000. 


Mr. Morrison. a lawyer, at 44 Broad- 
way, New York, testified that he was 
interested in the Electrose Company of 
Havana, and that his company received 
contracts of General Wood for disinfect.

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SHIP TO BEAANED 


Ocean Liner Likely To Bear 
Name of This City 


Ocean Steamship Company Said To 
Consider Favorably the Request 
To Cal] New Vessel, Soon 
To Be Launched, After 
Georgia’s Capital City. 


The City of Atlanta will soon be ply- 
ing the waters of the Atlantic ocean, 
acoording to all the present indications. 

Atlanta, on account of the old car shed, 
has long been known to the world as a 
seaport town, and now that & splendid 
steamer is to be named for the city, it 
will still more deserve the title of a 


marine metropolis. 

The proposition ta request the manage 
ment of the Ocean Steamship Company to 
name their new vessel, soon to be launch- 
ed, after this city, has met with the most 
pronounced favor in all ctreles, and there 
has been a great deal of comment on the 
subject during the past few day®. Men 
who seldom feel impulses of sentiment, 
are open in their statements concerning 
the matter. Business men realize not 
only that it wil, be a decided compliment 
to Atlanta, but that it will be a splen- 
did advertisement. 

Visiting the greati ports of the Atlantic 
coast year in and year out, the ship 
will carry ‘the name of this city before 
the people of almost the entire continent. 
At) New York, foreigners who have, per- 
haps, never heard of this city, will, upon 
seeing the fine namesake, at once «now 
that Atlanta is one of the thriving and 
progressive cities of the country. 

It is said that a request from the 
chamber of commerce and the city offi- 
cals will at once be sent to President 
J..F. Hanson, of the Ocean Steamship 
Company, presenting the views of Atlanta 
as to the naming of the new vessel, and 
showing why they think it should be 
granted. As a prominent railroad man 
said when the matter was first proached. 
this eity will furnish a great deal of 
freight and passenger traffic for the line, 
and the fact that there is a ship bearing 
Atlanta’s name to carry the freight and 
passengers will cause 4a local pride to be 
exerted to throw business in that direc- 
tion. 

In dimensions, the new ship will be one 
of the largest engaged in the coast trade, 
and will measure as follows: 

Length, 396 feet; beam, 49 feet; depth, 
18 feet; tonnage displacement, 5,250 tons; 
cargo, 4,000 tons; seventy-elght first cab- 
in passengers and a few steerage passen- 
gers. It will be built by the Delaware 
River Iron Shipbuilding and Engine Com- 
pany (Roach’s yard), Chester,-Pa. The 
launching wil) be some time in Febru- 
ary next, but the exact date haa not yet 
been settled upon. It will be a duplicate 
of the City of Macon, launched in March, 
1903, and the City of Memphis, launched 
in February, 1902, except that the two 
latter are built on perfectly straight lines, 
while the City of Atlanta will hare some 
sheer. 

Every effort will be made by local peo 
ple to induce the management of the 
company to give the boat the name in- 
dicated, and it is thought that these ef- 
forts will be successful.

What the Democrats Can Do. 

The democrats in congress have 
thus far shown more of wise restraint 
and good strategy than In many years, 
espécially those years immediately 
preceding a presidential] election. 

The situation politically is one that

If that is a valid and legiti- 
mate defense, surely they cannot ob- 
ject to the disclosure of the official 
figures, which ought. to show whether 
there is benefit to the country as a 
whole or whether, as is charged by 
some of the smaller manufacturers, 
these special privileges inure to the 
benefit of nobody but the trusts. 

In any event, whether it is to be the 
policy of the high tariff advocates to 
deny that this system prevails or to 
come out in the open and defend it, 
there should be no objection to the 
facts being disclosed as the Bacon 
resolution provides. 

What the people of the country— 
not democrats alone, but hundreds of 
thousands of republicans—want, and 
what they have a right to expect, is 
that the facts shall be made public.

Reciprocity Is Democratic. 

It was a very timely and proper 
thing for Leader Williams, of the dem- 
ocratic side of the house of represen- 
tatives, to emphasize and put on rec-

Even if it was not always called 
py that name, the fact remains that 
mutual trade treaties which would en- 
courage exchanges of products be- 
tween this and other countries, with- 
out destruction to the home indus 
tries of either, but to the profit of 
consumers in both, has been the chief 
democratic alternative for prohibitory 
tariffs for three-quarters of a cen- 
tury.

We should like to call the attention 
of the chamber of commerce to an 
advertising device that is being used 
to splendid advantage by some of the 
commercial bodies of western cities. 

The United States governnfent al- 
lows the sending of an amount of mail 
matter for two cents that, with the 
envelope, will weigh not more than 
one ounce. Of the hundreds of thou- 
sands of business letters sent out of 
Atlanta daily scarcely 20 per centum 
of them can be safely said to verge 
narrowly upon the one ounce limit. 
The consequence is that the govern- 
ment gets the benefit of handling 
during the year millions of quarter 
and half-ounce letters for the same 
money that they would charge if 
every such letter weighed just within 
the ounce limit. 

Some individual..aealers are wise 
enough to take advantage of this fact 
and supply the deficiency by inserting 
into every envelope enough advertis- 
ing matter to make their letters ~p 
the scale at one ounce. 

Think of the tremendous amount 
of valuable advertising matter for At- 
lanta, her resources, attractions for 
visitors and opportunities for’ trade 
and investment that could be sent to 
the best hands if every member of 
the chamber of commerce would take 
the trouble to accept prepared matter 
from the secretary of the chamber, 
booming Atlanta, and load up their 
short weight letters with it every day 
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stitution knows how constantly, on 
opportune occasions, this paper has 
recurred to and argued the wisdom 
of the war department establishing 
an army department with headquar- 
ters in Atlanta.

As Colonel Price stated, in an inter- 
view printed yesterday, General Sher- 
man, who certainly knew something 
tangible and experimental about gulf 
and south Atlantic military opera- 
tions, always held that this city must 
eventually be setteld upon as a mili- 
tary focus. The Spanish-American 
war experiences in mobilizing troops 
for the Cuban campaign made good 
his words to the judgment of the 
officers who now have the control of 
the army in their hands. In the re- 
adjustment of divisional and depart- 
mental territories it falls naturally 
to Atlanta to become the headquarters 
of the department of the gulf. That 
means a great access of military im- 
portance, of garrison, and of all the 
accessories that belong to a depart- 
ment covering so large and important 
a scope of country. 

To Atlanta the establishment of the 
headquarters will bring not only all 
the general] benefits growing out of its 
military prestige, but it will mean 
large volumes of trade to our mer- 
chants and of*traffic for our transpor- 
tation lines, These are inevitable ac- 
companiments and not to be dis- 
counted when estimating what the 
city gains by gaining the headquarters 
of the new department. 

In the future the . United States 
army may have much to do with 
movements in the waters of the 
south Atlantic, the gulf and the 
Caribbean sea. Atlanta is undoubt- 
edly the best located city from which 
such operations may be directed and 
hence its favor in the judgment of the 
general staff. And for that recogni- 
tion all our people will be grateful and 
the personnel of the new department 
will be given a hearty welcome among 
us.

In their frenzied efforts to make it 
appear that the apparent republican 
antipathy toward President Roosevelt 
is inspired by interests inimical to the 
people, some of the ardent administra- 
tion organs are advincing some 
strange theories.

pack of starving dogs and cats till one 
would have been in less danger in the 
wilds of Africa. 

Streets were filled with fallen walls, 
while all along dangerous jags of these 
walis still stood and tottered—not an hour 
passing but what some of these rumbied 
to their fall. These men who came and 
went to work amid this ruin had to guard 
against these dangers as Well as protect 
themselves against an outlawry that 
feared neither Gog nor man—desperation 
reigned. 

In this connection, it is deserving that 
great and good man, judge Hopkins 
with Evan P. Howell for his solicitor 
general, to state that not until he was 
put upon the bench did there appear a 
hope of overawing this demoralized and 
desperate element. Judge Hopkins set 
the example of administering the law 
without fear or favors. “Freedmen’s 
Bureaus’’ nor yankee bayonets had effect 
upon him and his solicitor general stood 
by him.

His convic- 
tion {s that by divine right the other 
colors are to be subject to him.

Later the Chinaman, who 
only asked for work, and showed himself 
capable and willing, was sent back home 
because he threatened the white labor- 
er’s position.

DAMAGES WON 
BY TOD SLOAN 


American Jockey Awarded 
Damages Against the 
French Club. 


Parig, December!4—-The court which 
has been hearing the arguments in the 
case of Tod Sloan, the American jockey, 
against the French Jockey Club for 
$40,000 damages for being warned off 
the turf in connection with Rose de 
Mai's winning the Prix de Diane at 
Chantilly in May last, today found in 
favor of Sloan and condemned the jockey 


club to pay the costs and an amount 
which will be assessed later. 

The case involved the jockey club’s 
sole control of the French turf admin- 
istration. 

The court while holding that Sloan’s 
complaint was justified pointed out that 
as he had not showed that the course of 
the club caused him serious prejudice 
limited the damages to the expense of 
the action. 

The French joekey club May 30, issued 
a notification to the effect that Tod 
Sloan had been excluded from further 
entrance to the weighing enclosure or 
training grounds of the race courses 
under the jurisdiction of fhe jockey club 
for having exercised Count Desilant- 
Phalies’ Rose de Mai, at Chantilly about 
two weeks prevfously without having 
received permission from the proper turf 
authorities. It was publicly stated at the 
time that the exclusion of, the American 
jockey was the result of his “spreading 
turf rumors,’’ rather than for breach of 
the rules in galloping Rose de Mal.

Washington 
To Begin Canvass of - 
the State. 


Hon. Hugh V. Washington, of Macon, 
vice commissioner for the Georgia build- 


' ing at the St. Louis exposition, was in 


the city yesterday and spent some time 
at the capitol preparatory to beginning 
his canvass of the state today in the in- 
terest of the fund with which the Geor- 
gia building is to be erected. 

Mr. Washington will go first to Savan- 
nah, accompanied by Commissioner Dud- 
ley M. Hughes and Assistant Commission- 
er Glascock Barrett, and the matter will 
be taken up in that city. No particular 
itinerary has been mapped out, but Mr. 
Washington expects to take in all of the 
important communities in the state and 
to present the matter as fully as possi- 
ble to the people. 

“Tf the other counties of the state will 
only fall in line with Chatham, Twiggs 
and Sumter,” Mr. Waehington said yes- 
terday, ‘‘we would have no trouble what- 
ever in raising the fund needed for the 
Georgia building.

The tenth annual convention of the 
Southern Medical College Association 
was held in the convention hal] of the 
Piedmont yesterday.

Paris, December 14—No information 
has reached here confirmatory of the dis- 
patch from Seoul announcing the landing 
of marines, at Mokphe, Corea, yesterday,

London, December 14.—After a careful 
examination of the Russian draft of the 
agreement the forelgn office here is in- 
clined to the bellef that its immediate ac- 
ceptance by Japan is unlikely, and looks 
for a series of Ruso-Japanese pour par- 
leurs dealing with modifications.

EXCEEDS ALL EXPECTATIONS 
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The “Even P. Howell,” the new engine 
of the Atlanta fire department, was 
given th®-most severe test yesterday af- 
ternoon that a similar piece of machinery 
has ever gone through, and {t proved it- 
self to be considerably better than thd 
specifications required and much above 
engines of its class. The test took place 
at the junction of Walton and Marietta 


Streets. 

The enkine was manufactured by fhe 
W. S. Nott Manufacturing company, of 
Minneapolis, Minn., which {is an anti- 
trust concern, and which now breaks into 
the southern territory for the first time. 
The “Evan P. Howell’ js to replace the 
engine that was demolished in a collis- 
ion with a trolley car of the Georgia 
Railway and Electric company last year. 
It was sent to number four’s house on 
North Pryor street directly after the 
test of yesterday, the engine there hav- 
ing been sent back to number six’s 


house. —_ 

The new engine has a capacity of 800 
walléns per minute. It cost $4,750, being 
cheaper by $500 than the trust engine 
of the same kind, which was priced to 
Chief Joyner at $5,250. It is known as 
a “second size’ engine. A few of the 
figures regarding it, which will be read 
with interest by those who care for 
things mechanical, are as follows: 

Diameter of boiler, 34 inches; height 
of boiler, 64 inches; diameter of steam 
cylinders, 8 1-4 inchesu; diameter of 
pumps, 5 I-8 inches; weight of engine. 
without fuel or water, 7,830 pounds; to- 
tal heating surface of boiler, 184 square 
feet. 

The crew of the “Evan P. Howell” 
took charge of it last evening. The crew 
is composed of Tom Medlin, engineer; 
J. R. Rea, driver; and Tom Shearer, stok- 
er, three of the best men of the fire de- 
partment. 

Two representatives of the Nott Man- 
ufacturing company, E. A. Wilkinson, 
mranager of the sales department, and H. 
Penny, master mechanic, had charge of 
the test, and they made the engine do 
things that would have utterly demolish- 
ed anything that was not of the finest 
workmanship. 

“The test absolutely amazed me,” de- 
clared Chief W. R. Joyner, of the Af- 
lanta department, upon its conclusion. 
“The engine was required to do much 
more than I will ever want it to do, and 
much more than was fair to the ma- 
chinery. % never Saw anything work so 
beautifulky in my life. I am more than 
pleased with it. I. say  unhesitatingly 
that it is the besf engine in my depart- 
ment today and I wish all of my engines

Mayor Howell, for whom the engine 
has been named, was an jnteTrested spec- 
tator at the test yesterday. He was 
accompanied by Secretary W. M. Good- 
win. Councilmen Winn and Hynds, Gen- 
eral Manager Woodward, of the water 
works department, Chief of Police Ball, 
Chief Engineer Clayton, Alderman G. yY. 
Pierce, Councilman M. M. Turner and 
other city officlals were also present. 

The engine was placed immediately 
over the cistern at the junction of Wal- 
ton and Marietta streets and wag gup- 
plied not only by it, but also by sey- 
era] of the fire hydrants in the neigh- 
borhood. The hose lines were stretched 
500 feet up Walton street. 

What the Tests Were. 

The first test was that of raising steam 
from ah absolutely cold engine with 
cold water in the bofleTs. In three min- 
utes and forty-five seconds 10 pounds of 
steam had been secured; in six minutes 
and five seconds the gauge showed 30 
pounds of steam, sufficient to start work; 
in seven minutes and forty seconds there 
was 50 pounds of steam, and in ten min- 
utes and forty-five seconds the gauge 
showed 100 pounds of steam. — 
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TEST OF THE NEW ENGINE. 
‘Evan P. Howell,’’ as It Appeared 
During the Trial Yesterday. 
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600 feet of inch hose with a !-!4-inch 
nozzle. The steam pressure was 140 
pounds, thé revolutfons numbered 139% 
and the water pressuTe of the engine was 
200 pounds. 

The third test was pumping through 
two 5600-foot hose lines with a 1!%-inch 
nozzle. The steam pressure was i140 
pounds, there were 230 révolutions and 
the water pressure at the engine was 
215 pounds. : 

The fourth test consisted of pumping 
into three 500-foot lines of 2%-inch hose, 
with a l-inch nozzle. The steam pres- 
sure was i40 pounds, there were 268 
revolutions and the water pressure at the 
engine was 185 pounds. 

The fifth test consisted of pumping 
through three lines of 250 feet 2%-inch 
hose, silamesed into one Joyner turret 
pipe, using a I%-inch nozzle. The steam 
pressure was 110 pounds, there were 385 
revolutions, the water pTessure at the 
engine was 155 pounds and the water 
pressure at the nozzle was 120 pounds. 

The sixth test was the same as the 
fifth, with the exception that a 1%-inch 
nozzle. was used. The steam pressure 
was 125 pounds, there were 310 revolu- 
tions, the water pressure at the engine 
was 125 pounds and the water pressure 
at the nozzle was 80 pounds. 

The seventh test was the Same ag the 
fifth and sixth, except that a 2-Inch noz- 
zle was used. The steam pressure was 
110 pounds, the revolutions were 357,. the 
water pressure at the engine varied from 
95 to 100 pounds and the water pressure 
at the nozzle was 55 pounds, 

The eighth and last test oomaliage of 
pumping through one 50-foot I! of 
hose 2% inches in diameter with an open 
butt. The steam pressure was 130 
pounds, the revolutions were 302 and the 
water pressure at the engine was 120 
pounds. 

All of these tests lasted for fifteen 
minutes. 

Both the representatives of the Nott 
company and those who had gone to the 
scene for the purpose of witnessing the 
work of the engine were very much 
pleased. The engine scarcely more than 
vibrated even when the heaviest pres- 
sure was put upon it. Chief Joyner will 
rely upon the new engine during the 
large fires and declares that it will do 
more than any engine of the same size 
that he has in his department

Washington, December 14.—The house 
Was in session for a little more than 
four hours today, during which time 
there was a general discussion on varied 
topics. The pension appropriation bill 
was before the house, but no conclusion 
on it was reached. The isthmian canal 
and the Republic of Panama, the tariff, 
tobacco interests and questions affecting 
labor were dealt with. 

The house on convening today adopted 
a concurrent resolution providing for a re- 
cess adjournment from December !9 to 
January 4. The speaker, by unanimous 
consent, appointed Delegate Kalautanoale, 
of Hawaii, as a member of the committee 
on territories, 

The house then went into a, committee 
of the whole, with Mr. Lawrence, of 


Massachusetts, {In the chair, for the fur- 
ther consideration of the pensions appro- 
priation bill. 

Mr. Adams, republican, of Pennsylvania, 
spoke on the Panama situation. Mr. 
Adams defended the course pursued by 
this government in connection with the 
canal question, and the policy of the ad- 
ministration in dealing with the Centra] 
American situation. He said Colombia 
had acted in a shameful manner in the 
canal negotiations. Troops of the Co- 
lombian government, he said, were on 
the isthmus when Panama declared for 
freedom, and made no opposition to the 
act. 

Mr. Gaines, democrat, of Tennessee, 
who was recognized for one hour, spoke 
On tobacco Interests, asserting the need 
of legislation in behalf of the grower. 
The farmers of the tobacco states are 
crying out against the war taxes, which

Mr. Lind, democrat, of Minnesota, 
speaking on the tariff, said that two of 
the gTeatest manufacturing nations of 
the world had reached the highest points 
in their greatness, one under a protective 
policy, the other under free trade. He 
said, therefore, the right could not be 
claimed for protection, nor wrong for 
free trade.

WILL INTRODUCE

Colonel Livingston Will Pre- 
sent It to Congress Today, 


It Is Believed That the Bill Will Un- 
doubtedly Be Acted Upon Dur- 
ing the Present Session. 

It Calls for Fine 
Structure. 


Colonel Lon Livingston, congressnian 
from this district, will today introduce a 
bill for the new federal building which 
is to be erected jn Atlanta to cost $1,200,- 
000. 

Colonel Livingston yesterday had a con- 
ference with Supervising Architect Tay- 
lor. He has been holding back the intro- 
duction of this bill until he could secure 
the necessary est{mate from the super- 
vising architect's office. 

There is almost no doubt that the bill 
will go through without any of the delay 
that comes with red tape. Colonel Liv- 
ingston has already received consent 
from the speaker of the house to intro- 
duce the bill and all who are directly con- 
cerned with its passajre have been thor- 
Oughly informed on the subject. 

Last year the matter of Atlanta’s needs 
for a new postoffice and federal building 
took definite shape. The growing demands 
upon the postal and other federal offices 
of Atlanta in the volume of business 
transacted made larger quarters not @ 
luxury but an absolute necessity. A Dill 
was passed authorizing the expenditure 
of $200,000 for the purchase of the block 
upon which the present postoffice stands. 
It will be remembered that the owners of 
the property and the executors of es- 
tates directly concerned failed to agree 
in the allotment made by the appraisers 
and the whole deal fell through. 

This caused much delay and in the year, 
the business of the different government 
offices had grown to such an extent that 
they were more hampered than ever with 
their quarters. Immediate rellef was 
needed and this matter of securing a 
satisfactory property was finally settled 
by the purchase of the present block 0oc- 
cupied by the First Baptist church. This 
block, the government purchased, the 
First Baptist chtirch securing $81,500 as 
their portion >»? the deal. This deal was 
consummated only a few weeks ago. 

It seems that the only delay that !n- 
terfered with the passage of a bill pro- 
viding for the erection of a federal build- 
ing suitable for the adequate needs of the 
governmént in Atlanta, was the obtaining 
of the estimate from Supervising Ar- 
chitect Taylor. Colonel Livingston @¢ccom- 
plished this yesterday and the bill for 
the entire bullding to cost $1,250,000, will 
be introduced in congress today. 

The necessary plans will probably be 
drawn up in fhe near future and the ac- 
tual work of construction commenced in 
a short time.

Death Was Result of Or- 
ganic Trouble Causing 
Blindness. 


Samuel Kendrick Abbott, a well-known 
young business man the city, who 
numbered his friends by the thousands, 
died yesterday morning at 8:05 o'clock at 
the Halcyon sanitarium, after an illness 


of about nine weeks.

PLAYED CRAZY 
TO SAVE LIFE 


But Doctors Tricked Wife 
Murderer and He Was 
Executed, 


New York, December 1!4.>William H. 
Ennis, a former Brooklyn policeman, con- 


victed of having murdered his wife, was 
put to death this morning in the electric 


chair in Sing Sng prison. Two applica- 
tions of the current were made. 

The murder oceurred January 14, 1902, 
at the home of Ennis’ mother in Canar- 
sie. Ennis is reported to have made a 


full confession as to the result of a 


remarkable experiment made by a com- 
mission of alienists. 

Ennis, after his conviction, apparently 
became insane. A commission appointed 
by the governor went to the prison and 
found he had not only exhibited signs of 
mental collapse, but his physical condi- 
tion appeared to be alarming and he tot- 
tered about the cell on his toes with knees 
bent outward. This suggested a test and 
Ennis was carried to the operating ta- 
ble. An ether cone wags placed over his 
face and just enough of the anesthétic 
wag administered to affect his mind to 
the point of cloudiness. Then he was sud- 
denly thrown from the table to the floor. 
Ennis alighted upon his feet. He whirled 
about and walked across the room. There 
was no trace of weakness or uncertain- 
ty. The doctors burst fInto a laugh at 
the exposure and Ennis joined them. 

“You have caught mé,” he ts said to 
have remarked, “and I am glad of it. No 
man can realize what my sufferings have 
been during the past seventy-eight weeks. 
Pretending madres, I have often ap- 
proached so nea@r the border line that it 
has not been wholly pretense.”
